Gate House 


Rolf will take up residence in the gate 
house when repairs are complete. Norma 
Keever volunteered to clean the house 
and assess what repairs were needed. 
Quite a few, as it turned out. Windows 
had to be replaced and new blinds and 
shades or curtains provided. Flooring and 
floor covering were in sad shape and dry 
rot was found in some of the wood on the 
south side. Minor plumbing repairs were 
necessary and a new stove has been pro- 
vided. Norma spent hours scrubbing and 


cleaning, as well as shopping for new 
fittings. Bill Wade dealt with the dry rot 
problem; Rolf is doing the painting. By 
the time you receive this newsletter, the 
house should be fit for habitation and Rolf 
should be in residence. His number, 738- 
0637, will be familiar to most residents. 


The board is very grateful to Norma Keever 
and Bill Wade for their generous help in 
getting the house in order. 


Flood Prevention 
Project

As The Breezeis being prepared, the flood 
prevention project has entered the final 
stages. The third culvert, on Horizon Lane, 
has been installed and two of the three 
pump stations have been tested. At the 
south end there is not enough water to 
penmnit testing. Paving repairs where roads 
have been disturbed will be undertaken 
as soon as the paving season opens, early 
in May if not sooner. 


Problems 


Tests on the middle and northern pumps 
(stations 2 and 3) showed that water is not 
being dispersed underground as efficiently 
as foreseen. Some water is rising to the 
surface and could erode the dune. Engi- 
neers have devised measures to prevent 
erosion by increasing capacity of the cis- 
terns and stabilizing the sand with rock. 
When pumps are running, some surface 
ponds can form but will drain away 
through the rock without carrying away the 
sand. The additional work will cost $2730.

Gates Open Days 


Having a garage sale or a realtor’s open 
house? You will want to make arrange- 
ments to have it when the south gate can 
be left open. Here is the information you 
need: 

¢ schedule the event for the last week- 
end of any month; 

¢ schedule it between the hours of 9 am 
and 4 pm; 

e in advance contact Rolf Rosenberg at 
the gate house and ask him to lock 
the south gates up; 

e inform your visitors to use the south 
gate because the north gate will still 
be in operation. 


Gate Codes 


Having a party? Give your guests the 
monthly code, which opens the gates 
between 6 am and 9 pm. If your guests 
will be arriving outside those hours you 
can get a special gate code from Rolf by 
contacting him at least a week in advance 
of the event, to allow time to enter the 
number in the computer. 


New Codes for New Folks 


An old policy is being revived. New resi- 
dents will be assigned new gate codes 
and should not use codes assigned to 
previous residents of the home. Contact 
Rolf for your personal code.

State of the Gates

Then, according to gate doctor Gene 
Keever, the north exit gate confused itself 
with a toaster and burnt up its logic board. 
(Yes, really, that is what it’s called.) Re- 
placement boards that will work in these 
gates are on order from California, since 
they are unavailable closer to home. When 
they are installed, built-in fuses should 
prevent a repetition of that particular prob- 
lem. Gene is also trying to find a local 
company that will fabricate new gate arms 
to replace the worn ones, so that they can 
open with more enthusiasm. Currently 
they seem to work a bit sluggishly due to 
wear and tear. Those of us who are af- 


* flicted with arthritic joints can perhaps 


have more sympathy with the gate arms 
than younger, more mobile residents. 


All of the recent problems with the gates 
may contain a message. Nothing mechani- 
cal lasts forever.
